Awful Desolation Caused by the 


V 


Jacksonville Conflagration 


-Loss $15,000,000. 


MANY LIVES BELIEVED 
LOST

today. The fire which 'broke out at 
noon yesterday and was aided in its 
work 'by a southwest gale, spent its 
force by 9 o'clock last night

blocks were swept by the flames and 
as laa* as known seven persons lost 
their lives. 


A report was in 
circulation this 


morning that a party of twenty per- 
sons driven to the docks along the 
St. Johns river were forced mto Ihe

All the local companies of the state 


militia have been on duty since mid- 
night and on order of Governor Jen- 
nings, the military companies from 
four other cities are 
speeding to 


Jacksonville by special trains. 
extra police have been sworn in and 
every able-bodied man, not doing 
duty *in some capacity in the fire- 
swept district, has been pressed into 
service. 


IN FEAR OF NEOBOES. 
negroes are huddled in groups 


in different parts of the city and the 
fear of an attempt at lawlessness by 
them, although not openly expressed 
by the whites, is the reason for the 
large inilitary force ordered here, 


The fire companies! from Savannah, 


tfernandina, Ocala and other cities 
worked the entire night on the fire, 
but a soaking rain will l)e necessary 
to effectually quench the flames The 
losses toy the fire will not be known 
for a week. 


The path of the flames was thir- 


teen blocks wide and 
nearly tw» 


miles long. 


OLD TOWN DESTROYED, 


Practically all old Jacksonville was 


destroyed, nothing having l>eeii left 
but a few suburbs! and Riverside, the 
most fi&hiona/ble part of the city* 
It is believed the fire is the largest 
on record in proportion to the size 
of the city. 


A feature of the conflagration was 


the loss by many families of libra- 
ries, piaavos and household 
goods 


after they had been moved to a sup- 
posed plate of safety, 


The street car service has been at 


a complete standstill since yesterday 
afternoon. 
All last night the city 


was in darkness. 
The electric light 


circuits were interrupted and the gas 
plant destroyed. 


TEN THOUSAND HOMELESS. 
'A conservative estimate places the 


number of homeless psople at 10,000. 
Most of these spent the night in the 
parks, on the docks and on barges, 
while some sle'pt beside the few be- 
longings they have managed to save 
from the general wreck. 


The board of trade and other 


mercial bodies 
held 
meetings at 


10:30 this morning to take action 
looking to the alleviation of the suf- 
fering. It is expected an appeal to 
the people of the United States call-

MILITIA ON DUTY, 


At 1 a. m. a coulon composed of 


militiamen, deputy sheiiffs and po- 
licemen was thrown around the en- 
tit e fire swept district. 
The fiie was 


still binning fiercely in many sec- 
tions of the rains, but the exhausted 
firemen, giving up the fight for the 
time being, sought rest, leaving the 
fire to burn itself out. 


Haat from the fire is intense and 


the temperature is 90. The most im- 
portant business portion of the city 
and the buildings the entire length 
of Beaver street, from Bavis to the 
Crjeek, and over Liberty street have 
been burned. 
This covers fourteen 


blocks, 
For the same distance Ash- 


ley and. Church streets have both 
been completely blotted out. 


When the fire reached Bridge street 


in its eastward course it enveloped 
in flames three blocks, Duval, Hon- 
-oe and the north side of Ad'ams, 
burning up the north side of Adams, 
destroying the entire section of the 
city and running fourteen blocks to 


e Duval street bridge. 


' HOSPITAL SAVED. 


St. Luke's hospital was saved. Lo- 


cal militaiy companies were called 
out to keep back the crowds and the 
fire department began to use dyim- 
nite to blow up the houses a block 
'rom the fiie and thug prevent it from 
spreading, 


From the explosion sprung up 


millions of sharks and flying burning 
shingles spiead over five or six 
blocks, setting the roofs of the houses 
on fire in advance of the wiaiii fire, 
Soon Senator Talraferro's residence, 
hen the adjoining houses on that 
block were ablaze and in spite oif nil 


to save the Windsor and St. 


James' hotels both hostelries were 
quickly enevoleped in flames. Por 
about an hour the guests in the 
Windsor had been busy packing their 
trunks and teams went away loaded 
with trunks and gritps^acks, some un- 
fortunately to the United States ho- 
tel, but most of them to Bivertfide. 
Dr, LaelPs house, opposite the Wind- 
sor, caught fire, and then the Hetho- 
dist parsonage. 


CHTJEOH DESTROYED. 


In a few moments Trinity M. E, 


church was a mas'S of flames. The 
opera hoxisa block followed and the 
Bichai'ds and Livingston boarding 
houses. 
A desperate but unsuccess- 


ful effort was- made to save the B'ald- 
%vin mansion, which was recently 
purchased by the Elks for $18,000. 
Paint shops with barrels of oil were 
plentiful in this district and caught 
fire in rapid succession, causing the 
flames to rise hundreds of feet high.

School Enumerators Say Their Can- 


vass Shows Marked Gains in 


Humber cf Besidents. 


the school enumerators who have 


just completed their annual count of 
the school population, are positive in 
ths statement that there are now 
within tlie boundaries cf Fort Wayne 
more people than at any previous 
time in the city's history. 


Many of these enumerators have 


been making the 'Same canvass year 
after year, and are in a position to 
judge pretty accurately of the condi- 
tions as they find them compared 
with that of previous years. 
The 


gain of more than 800 school children 
alone in the past year is pointed out 
tis unquestioned evidence of a pro- 
nounced growth, but aside from this 
they say there are fewer empty resi- 
dences than on any previous year. 


Several hundred residences have 


g-oiie np within the past ye-ar, but in 
spite of this there are very few hab- 
itable houses now unoccupied, and 
many oilier new residences in course 
of construction attest the demand for 
homes. The growth Is accounted for 
generally by the improved business 
conditions added to the natural ten- 
dency to drift toward the larger 
cities. All the shops and factories 
•are running1 with full forces of work- 
men, the industrial trades are busy 
and these conditions have combined 
to bring many new residents into 
Fort Wayne during the past year. 
All in all, the general situation is 
one upon which Fort "Wayne may be 
congratulated.

What does, in «ense and reason, 


constitute 
presidential 
inability? 


Tnis as a legal question which cir- 
cumstance has never required to be 
determined—or which was passed 
over in the case cf President Q-arneld 
when absent from Washington and 
slowly dying of mortxl injury in- 
flicted by the assassin* 


There is evidence in contemporane- 


ous newspapers and other writings in 
the early years of the government 
that the president's temporary ab- 
sence from the capital for a number 
of days in a distant part of the coun- 
try was though to constitute the in- 
ability that is contemplated in the 
constitution. 
At that time, which 


was before the day of the railroad or 
the telegraph, if the president went 
to, say, l&as&achusetts, he was more 
beyond reach from the capital titan 
he would now <be in almost any part 
of the civilized world. 
Accordingly 


it came to be considered that he 
should tremain in Washington during1 
the entire time of his presidential 
term. 
But the early presidents did 


not remain in Washington during 
the entire time4 of their official terms. 
GRANT'S ABSENCE CRITICISED. 


"President Grant passed a good dea3 


of time away from the capital, spend- 
ing his summers at the seashore 
Numeious citizens found fault with 
him on this account and accused him 
of deliberately inviting the verdict 
of disability and <of defying the pop- 
ular prejudice in this regard. 
But 


it was not difficult for lus friends to 
sthow that more than one of his pre 
decessors had passed as much time 
away from the capital. 


To be sure, he did not gx) 3,000 


miles from Washington, as Mr. Mc- 
Kinley soon will do, and he could le 
turn at a ininUte/s call any day or 
send and receive messengers twice or 
three times a day* 
Mr. McKinley is 


to be accompanied foy hio entire cab- 
inet on his visit to the Pacific. Where 
then, will be the government? Gen- 
eral Pope said his headquarters were 
in the saddle. 
Will the government 


•during tlie extended trip that hae 
been laid out be in the sumptuous car 
that has been put at the disposal of 
the executive? 


But it is not the purpose to extend 


this presidential touring beyond the 
limits of the country—the president 
•will not go io the Phillipines. 
If he 


has any doubt as to his right to visit 
any and every part of the United 
States domain he will probably not 
go to the Philippines or Porto Rico 
until after the supreme court has 
passed on the question of territorial 
status that is now before that august 
body. 


HQVEMEOTS NOT LIMITED. 
But there is no constitutional or 


legal objection to his going wherever 
he pleases in this -country, or out of 
the countay, if he desire. 
And he 


would find a ready precedent in the 
case of President Cleveland, who, 
while on one of his excursions, went 
as fat as the Bermudas. At the same 
time Vice President Stevenson was 
touring in California, and on the very 
day the president -was lande'd on ihe 
island of Bermudas the vi'ce president 
was in a vessel forty miles off the 
coast at Santa Barbara. Cal. For one 
day there was neither president nor 
vice president an this country! 


-The president1 is commander-in- 


chief of the 'armies and all military 
forces of the country, and there is 
•nothing but precedent custom to pre- 
vent his leading, in case of a foreign 
war, these military forces against 
the enemy* 
But in his absence the 


vice president would be in charge of 
executive affairs at the capital.

OPINIONS OF JURISTS. 


A very grave discussion of this

In an article written by Mr, Trum- 


bull, printed in the North Amereicar 
Review, he said; ^Preliminary to r 
di&cussion of what constitutes presi 
idential inability, it is important t^ 
determine the position of a vice presi 
dent, who, in the language of thr 
constituiton, shall exercise the omce 
of president, or shall act as presi 
dent. That is, whether in such case 
he becomes the president or remain? 
vice president, exercising- the power' 
and duties of the president. In 1841 
when on the death or President Har 
r.ison the first vacancy occurred in 
the presidential office and the ques 
tion aross in congress whether ir 
appointing a committee to inform The 
pei son then exei citing- the office or 
president of the orgxanizatdon of tli 
two houses he should be styled pres- 
ident or vice president now exercls 
ing the office of president, Mr. 
of Virginia, exclaimed that he knew 
(•he fact that the dncurnfoent (JVtr. Ty- 
ler) would claim the position tha'

GIVEN ZITTLE ATTENTION. 
"The subject received but 
Httl ' 


i onsideration in either (house of con 
£ress and as the case then presented 
<vas one of death bath houses decideo 
to give the title of president to thi 
person exercising the duties of thr 
omce, in their communication with 
him — Mr. Calhoun remarking at the 
time that as none of those circum- 
stances existed which might arls 
m a case of inability there could b~ 
no special occasion for discussing 
the subject/* 


This is an interesting- and valuable 


excerpt from Mi. Trumbull's artl 
cle, but it does not bear directly on 
the qu&Etttion whether or not the pres- 
dency may be caught lightly up by 
the vice president in case of the pres 
dent's temporary absence from tne 
capital, or even from the country. 


Here, however, from the same ar- 


ticle is a quotation that does beai 
directly on the question.

General Funston's achievement in 


capturing Aguiualdo recalls earllei 
attempts made by officers of othei 
11 mies to make prisoners of the lead 
ors of hostile forces.

tempt at seizing a general was nevei 
;arried out; it involved too many per- 
sons, and the plotters engaged in 11 
worked from the inside, not from 
without, as Funston did, and thei:

The virtues of gems were diverse;

Some protected one from fire, light- 
ning and tempests; others were pro- 
tectors from danger and disease 
Some gems were preferred as talis- 
mans and charms, others were usert

GEMS AND THEIR COLORS. 
The mystic ascribed a certain sig- 


nificance both to the gem and to its 
various colors. For example, white 
was the emblem of light, purity, 
faith, innocence, joy and life. When 
worn by women it was emblematic ol 
chastity; by the ruler or monatcii, 
of humanity and integrity. &ed sig- 
nified pure love and wisdom* In an- 
other sense passion, love of evil and

other sense, of inconstancy, jealousy, 
and deceit, Green was the color of 
hope, especially that of immortality* 
Amethy&tine signified 
love, truth, 


pa-seion, suffering, and hopefulness, 
and Among the 
Rosicruciana was 


symbolical of the divine male sacri- 
fices. 


Stones of all sorts were engraved 


with the figure of a cockatrice, that 
is a fabulous monwter, a cross be* 
tween, f\! cook and a cockroach in ap- 
pearance* If htf saw tho man first 
the man died, if otherwise no evil 
befell the man. 


These, under the proper planetary 


influences, were preservative against 
the "evil eye/' The names of Jesus, 
Mary, and Joseph were engraved on 
stones, chiefly amethyst, onyx, and 
bloodstones, which were worn as pre- 
servatives against contagious dis- 
eases. The larger the stone ihe 
greater its efficacy. Oems were also 
supposed to indicate the 
state of 


health of the donor or wearer. 
If 


the stone became dull, opaque or 
colorless it was thought to be sig- 
nificant of danger and death. In a 
similar manner they lost or changed 
color in contact with poisons. 


Dreaming of gems was thought to 


be indicative of good, while seeing 
or handling them on the eve of a 
journey or at certain phases of the 
moon was auspicious. 


An onyx ring, supposed to be the 


espousal ring of Joseph and iMaryf 
exhibited in the Duoino of Perugia, 
was thought to be eiftcacdou® in the 
cure of every Disorder, 
Amber Is 


still used as a preventathn© and cure 
for sore throat, goitre, croup, mid 
diseases of the throat generally. 
opal is thought by many to 
ill luck to the wearer. The coral is 
still believed to be a charm against 
diseases, of childhood and is exten- 
sively used in Italy us a protection 
agajnst the "evil eye." 


Pearls are dreaded by some and 


favored by others. No Stench bride 
will wear them on her wedding day, 
since they would bring tears to faer 
married life. In the east the believ- 
ers are dogmatic in their faith, and 
it is heresy to assert that the use or 


has no practical influence over 


the body or mind. 


The agate is emblematic of health 


and wealth. It was and is regarded 
an enemy to all venomous things, 
assuages thirst when held in tfye 
mouth, gives victory to its wearer, 
repels storms and lightning, sharp- 
ens the sight, preserves and in- 
creases strength, and 
genders its 


wearer gracious and eloquent. It 16 
regarded as efficacious as an ainulet 
against scrofula and skin diseases. 
Various properties -are attributed to 
it by 'Mohammedan authorities; it 
cures insanity when 
administered 


with water or with the juice of the 
fruit &hen, which is on the order of 
the apple. It is also regarded as a 
remedy for hemorrhage, the spitting 
of blood, etc. In conjunction^ with, 
other medicines it is believed to T>e a 
cure for hard boils and porous- ulcers, 
gravel, spleen and kidney troubles. 
It prevented bleeding of the gums 
ind rendered them hard when ap- 
plied to them as a calcined powder.

water after washing raw flesh, being 
shaped into finger rings prevented 
bleeding of all »kinds.

It was symboli- 
cal of constancy, purity and hint 
cence, and hence early used in be- 
trothal rings.

strengthened love, and was cons'd 
ered an infallible test of conjug-n 
fidelity. 
To the ancients the dia 


mond represented inexorable justid 
and unchangeable fate, 
hence thi 


judges of hades were* described ai 
having hearts of adamant. 


According to the Talmud a certaii 


gem, 
supposed to have been the dia 


mond, worn on the girdle 
of the 


high priest, if brought in c&ntae 
with an accused man, became dark 
and dim if the suspect was guilty 
if innocent the stone shone with in 
creased brilliancy. 


In Europe as late as 1700 the 'dia- 


mond was thought 
to be a most 


patent talisman against poison, pesti- 
lence and witchcraft. 
It was es- 


teemed a safeguard to virtue, aai'd 
was used as <a preventive and a sure 
for lua'acy. 
The gem was supposed 


to possess sex and Boetius de Koofc 
mentions two such diamonds which 
by their union, produced others and 
thus left a numerous progeny, 


According1 to Provanas, the dia 


mond varies in the preponderance of 
one or the other of the five primal 
elements—earth,* water, sky, energy 
and air. 
The -airy sort give heart 


and gracefulness, the skyey dia- 
monds bring about the possession of 
all kinds of wealth. 
The ownership 


and use of those diamonds in which 
energy predominates adds to puis- 
sance, heroism aaid hope.

serve the eycst a practice which per- 
sisted all through the Middle Ages, 
Water in which the stone had stood 
was regarded as a cure for opthal- 
inia. 
The Hindoos regarded «the em- 


erald as an infallible cure for all 
poisoning. 
It drove out sin1 from 


man, and cured him of many of the 
ills of the flesh* It was also believed 
the emerald would keep off cholera if 
•worn in a gold ring. 
The owner of 


an emerald would never become poor, 
and if a snake even looked upon the 
emerald he would become instantly 
blin'd, 


The garnet is an emblem of con* 


statrcy. 
During the Middle Ages it: 


was regarded ad being 


the marvelous virtues of the ruby. 


It gave health and friendship, ri'ches, 
honor and good luck. 


Jacinth is a g-ood luck atone, and 


procures sleep, honor and wisdom, 
and protects against pestilence and 
enemies. 


Jade, worn as an amulet or taken 


internally, was regarded <as a cura- 
tive of kidney troubles. 


JASPE& AND HEMORRHAGES. 
Jasper stops 
hemorrhages, cures 


fevers and dropsy, keens the vision, 
etc. 
It was regarded as a stone 


which would drive away sorrow and 
melancholy. 
It nlso was considered 


a remedy for dyspepsia, but if it 
came in contact with a black hair it 
would cause pain nn-d nausea, so it 
was believed. 


The moons-tone was regarded >as r. 


potent love charm >and enabled its 
possessor to foretell the future. 
It 


is still regarded as a cure for epi- 
lepsy. 
The onyx has for its origin 


the legend that one day while Venus 
was sleeping Cupid came and cut 
her toenails, these, falling into the 
Indus, were changed into onys. The 
stone's principal effect is its ability 
to luck up a nightmare. 
This belief 


at one time was widespread, and is 
explained on the assumption that 
there is a devil living' in an onxy 
which ouiy wakes 
at night, and 


therefore causes terror and trouble to 
the sleeper. 


The opal originally was symbolic of 


hope, and was used an an eyestoue for 
all diseases of the eye. 
The idea 


that it is an unlucky stone is of 
modem oiig-in, based on a German 
superstition. 
It is suppoe-ed' to sow 


discoid between the giver and re- 
ceiver. 


Pliny slates that pearls were sup- 


posed to be genera-ted by a celestial 
d^w falling on the shellfish, which in 
the early morning hours of certain 
seasons left the bottom of the sea to 
draw in the air containing the dew 
from which the pearls were derived, 
the size of ths pearl depending upon 
:he si«e of the dew drop and the puri- 
ty of the air, 
The pearl was xised 


as a restorative °f -strength, a cure 
for insanity, diseases of the heart, 
stomach, and bowels.

garded as an antidote for poison. It 
brought fame, good luck, etc, 


Quartz crystal applied locally to 


day in the mountains of Georgia is 
used for headache, faintness and nose 
bleed. It is used in certain parts of 
Virginia to cure styes.

day for three days. It was also used 
a-s a cure for consumption, leprosy 
and poisoning.

future. 
THE RUBY AND THE SAPPHIRE, 


The ruby was emblematic of lovs 


and v/as a great 
remedy against 


plague, poison, 
evil thoughts ana 


nightmare, Misfortune to the wearei 
of a ruby was believed to be fore- 
warned by a change of color of t;ie 
gem. 
The wearer of a ruby ring 


gets all he desires from the gods, 
The ruby brings honor to its pos^ 
sessor. 


The sapphire is emblematic of wis- 


dom. 
It is said to be capable of pro- 


curing royal favors, softening anger 
freeing: people from 
enchantment, 


releasing; captives and 
preventing 


evil and impure thoughts. Because 
of its 
extreme 
coldness 
H was 


thought to preserve the chastity of 
its wearer, hence especially 
suited 


for ecclesiastical rings, It rendered 
its wearer chaste, pious, devout, wise, 
amiable and good. 
It cured 
boila 


and headaches, rested and refreshed 
the body* 
and gave 
color to the 


cheeks, cured Severs, plague and was 
an antidote for poisons and bites of 
poisonous insects and reptiles. 
It 


was also considered of great service 
in necromancy and the magic arts, 
It, brought strength, length of days, 
faonily dignity, fame, 
and almost 


anything which its owner wanted, 
The modern mystic holds it capable 
of attracting powerful planetary in- 
fluences and nearly equal to the dia- 
mond 
and 
quartz 
in 
inducing 


visions. The star sapphire was and 
still is reputed tc be a potent love 
charm. The star sapphire was given 
as- a cure for vertigo in 
the Low 


Countries as late as 1810. 


The sardonyx is 
symbolical

conjugal bliss, 
It rendered its pos- 


sessor virtuous, cheerful and agree- 
able, 


The topaz is symbolical of friend- 


ship. 
It restrains anger and pro-

DEVICE TO SCAEE WOLVES. 


Examiners in the -patent office have 


e lined by experience that it is a 
mistake to jump at conclusions re- 
garding the usefulness of inventions. 


contrivance at which they were in- 


clined to poke a= good deal of fun, de- 
signed to f lighten wolves ou westein 
prahies, was patented l?&s than, three 
months ago and already it has come 
into considerable use in the slieep- 
yrowing districts in that part of the 
countiy. 
The device is an autojn-ntic 


gun, which goes off at regular in- 
tervals, scaring the wolves away 
from the flocks. It consists of a sort 
of box which contains a clockwork 
attachment, with a small steel barrel 
projecting1 from one end. 
A uvaga- 


zine, also with the box, it loaded 
with blank cartridges, which are 
fired by the clockwork once in ten 
minutes or so. 
By the help of a 


simple mechanical attachment the in- 
tervals between the discharges are 
made as long or a& short as may be 
desired.

A Scimitar man ran across a party 


of Memphis men in tho office of the 
Arlington and they were talking 
ibout elevator accidents, In the party 
was Engineer Ed Cheatham of the

"Every year there aa-e hundreds of 


alevator acldenta and very few of 
!;hem are from the breaking otf cables 
or brakes. The majority of the cases 


recoid can be traced to this ont 


fact: 
The victim stepped into the 


shaft. Now, why on earth would 
sane mail do such a thing? Why, he 
simrply thoug'ht lie saw the elevator 
3ar in its accustomed place,'and when 
he stepped on what he thought was 
solid floor he went to Ms death. The 
first of these remarkable elevator ac- 
cidents that was ever noticed came 
to light in the mining regions of 
Colorado. Years ago I was cut in 
that section of the country engineer- 
ing for different companies, and in 
regard to these accidents I speak 
from what I actually saw.

Watches often suffer from changes 
f temperature. After a watch has 
been worn next to a warm body ali 
day it should not be left over night 
n cold marble or near an open win- 


dow.

It frequently happens that watches

Everyone has had a watch suddenly 


stop for no apparent reason and go 
on again when slightly diaken. This 
may not happen once a year, but all 
watches are liable to such nn acci- 
den-t. This Is due usually to tho 
catching of the delicate hair spring 
It is caused by some audden move- 
ment, such as jumping on or off a 
ax. The jolt must come at the exact 
second when the spring Jus in /position 
to catch, so that tho chances of such 
an accident are rare. A watch should 
be oiled every eighteen months. The 
oil djriea up in this time and, as a 
rule, if the mechanism be run with 
the oil dry, it quickly weaxs out* 


In examining- a watch •all jewelers 


follow the same plan. They first look 
to seo if the hands arc caught. If 
the fault lies deeper they next t&ko 
out the balance wheel and examino 
the pin and pivots. Next they let 
down the main spring and examine 
the wheels. 
It sometimes happens 


that a jeweler will not find the causa 
of the trouble for days. The most 
difficult disorder to locate is a slight 
burr on one of the wheels. 


Many jewelers have collected fees 


for repairing watches when the 
watches refuse to go merely because 
they have run down. Women are snid 
to be the 
best coustomers of tlr_ 


watch doctor, since they seldom wind 
their watches regularly, 
A watch 


should be wound early in the day and 
not, as is the common practice, at' 
bedtime. The reason for this is that 
the spring is then tightest during th: 
day while the watch is being carried 
and is less sensitive.

" --Loss $15,000,000. 


MANY LIVES BELIEVED LOST 


Jacksonville, 
Fla., 
May 
4.—A 


devastated city, ruins everywhere, 
greeted the smoke-enshrouded sun 
today. 
The fire wliicli 'broke out fit 


noon yesterday and was aided, in its 
work "by a southwest gale, spent its 
force by 9 o'clock last night. The 
damage as enormous.

IN FEAB Or MEG-ROES.

them, although not openly expressed 
by the whites, is the reason for tho 
large military force ordered here.

This is a le'g-al question which 
t'Uinsiaiice has never required to be 
determined—or which was passed 
over in the case <SL President G-arfleld 
whou absent from Washington an'd 
slowly dying of mortal injury in- 
flicted by the assassin. 


There is evidence in contemporane- 


ous newspapers and other writings in 
the early years of the government 
that the president's temporary ab- 
sence from the capital for a number 
of days in a distant part of the coun- 
try was though to constitute the in- 
ability that is contemplated in th 
constitution. 
At that time, wind 


was before the day of the railroad o: 
tho telegraph, if tho president wen 
to, say, Mnssnchusetts, he was more 
beyond reach from the capital than 
he would now 'be in almost any par 
of the civilized world. 
Accordingly 


It came to be considered that he 
should remain in Washington during 
the entire time of his presideutia! 
term. 
But the early presidents did 


not remain In Washington during 
the entire time of their official terms. 
GRANT'S ABSENCE CRITICISED. 


'President Grant passed u good 


uf time away from the capital, spend- 
ing his siiiniuers at the seashore. 
Numerous citizens found fault with 
hint on this account and accused liiiu 
of deliberately invitiue,' the verdict 
of disability and of defying the pop- 
ular prejudice in this regard. 
But 


it was not difficult for his friends tc 
1 


allow that more than une of his pre- 
decessors had passed as much lime 
away from the capital. 


To be sure, he did not go 3.000 


miles from Washington, as Mr. Mc- 
Kinley scon will do, and hn could re- 
turn at a minute's call any day 01 
send and receive messengers twice or 
three times a day. 
Mr. IffcKinley ir. 


to be accompanied .by his entire cab- 
inet on his visit to the Pacific. Where. 
then, will be the government? 
Gen- 


eral Pope said his headquarters werr 
iu tho saddle. 
"Will the government 


during the extended trip that har 
been laid out be in the sumptuous car 
that has been put at the disposal of 
the executive? 


But it is not the purpose to nxicp.A 


this presidential touring beyond thp 
limits of the country—the president 
will not #o f.o the Phillipiues. 
If hr 


has any doubt as to his right to visi* 
nny and every part of the United 
States domain he will probably not 
g-o to the Philippines or Porto Rico 
until after the supreme court IWP 
ptissed on the question of territorial 
status that is now before that august 
body. 


MOVEMENTS NOT LIMITED. 
But there is no constitutional or 


legal objection to his going wherever 
he pleases in this country, or out of 
tho country, if he desire. 
And he 


would find a ready precedent in the 
case of President 
Cleveland, who. 


while on one of his excursions, went 
as far ns the Bermudas. At the same ; 
time Vice President Stevenson was 
touring- in California, and on the very 
day che president was lande'd on the 
island of Bermudas the vice president 
was in a vessel forty miles oil -the 
coast at Santa Barbara. Cal. For one 
day there was neither president nor 
vice president'in this country! 


The president, is commander-in- 


chief of the armies and all military 
forces of the country, and there is 
nothing-but precedent custom to pre- 
vent his leading, in case of a foreign 
war, these -military forces against 
the enemy. 
But in his absence the 


vice president would be in charge of 
executive affairs at the capital. 


GOVERNOR WENT TO PRONT. 
•It will 'be remembered that Gover- 


nor Sprague led lhn Rhode Island 
forces In person, iboth as governor 
and constitutional 
commander-hi- 


chief of those forces, to the front 
•n gains t the confederates. It would, 
in the light of the constitution and 
laws, be such a case precisely should 
the president lead the armies out of 
the country against a foreign foe. 


Of course, and ordinarily, the pres- 


ident is to be relied upon to take 
sufficient care that lie docs not, i:: his 
tourings, create in and for himself a 
presidential inability. Should he ever 
do so, the vice-president or congress, 
or both together, would be -sure to 
take prompt notice of the fact. But 
the president may g-o ariywhen.- I- 
likes, providing he does not go it 
far, nor stay too long, without say- 
ing "by your leave" to congress. For 
example, he would have the right to 
go to Mexico without valid objec- 
tion from anybody. 
But Prasident 


DJaz had, 'before he came to the Uni- 
ted States a few years ago, to get 
tho formal permission of the Mexican 
congress. 


Therefore, Prciident McKinloy is 


up and down the country. It is all 
u matter of convenience and taste. 
or, as he doubtless regards it. of pol- 
icy.

Judge Cooley in. an article printed 


.u. the same number of the North 
American Review argued that as the 
i-i.ce president was to act when there 
is inability he can do so no more after 
the diability lias ceased than before 
it commences. 
Therefore the disa- 


bility must be continuous. 
That a 


mere temporary inability is not the 
inability the constitution intends, be- 
cause tiio evils tho constitution aims 
to .provide against are not immediate- 
ly present or imminent. 
They might 


not be present or imminent if the 
president's incompetency were bo con- 
tinue for several 'days or -weeks be-

Seven of them

but the expression

DOUBTS OF THE APOSTLES. 
Peter said: "I go a-nshing." Did 


h? utter that after our fashion of 
saying: 
Anyhow, I shall wait no 


long-erf 
W-as he in the mood of the 


Israelites when Hoses was in the 
mount with 
God, 
and 
becoming 


weary of waiting, they said: 
"As 


for this Moses we know not what has 
become of him?" 
Because the six 


others at oiico replied to Peter, "We 
nlso go with thec," it seems quite 
possible tliat once nioro they began 
to doubt whether recent events wore 
real. 
There lay the boats and be- 


yond the fishing grounds with which 
they had been so familiar and by 
which, they had gained n livelihood 
before they made the adventure ol 
following the Peasant of Nazareth. 
Would it not be wiser did they com- 
pare views-thus? "Wiser to make an 
end of waiting for Jesus and just 
tales up the old trade with the nets? 
Ko off they pulled, or sped if under 
sail, and "that night (21, iii.) they 
caught nothing." A typical experi- 
ence, truly. 1'or of hnw many hn? 
it been sinco true that, 
breaking 


hwny from Christ and His cause, ex- 
pecting to better 
their 
condition, 


they catch nothing. By and by the 
(U-wu began to disperse the night, 
and they saw One standing on the 
shore, 
"but the disciples 
did not 


know that it was Jesus."

Docs anyone charge

HIS LOVE FOR PETEK. 


First of nil the searching* process 


wns applied to Peter. With wondrous 
love Jesus loved that 
aggressive, 


erratic, unique soul, 
Simon Peter. 


To no other disciple had so many 
exceptional favors falltu. Peter had 
been Jesus' first preference for all 
the years since He called him to be a 
disciple. At the same timo, except- 
ing Judas, no other had acted such 
an outrageous part against Christ iis 
Peter did—as when 
in 
Caiaplias' 


palace he denied the least knowledge 
of Jesus, and swore to it that he did 
"not know 
the 'Man." 
Notwith- 


had for Peter lost none of its .ardor 
on account of that treachery. 
By 


the women (Mark 1C, 7) He sent 
special word to Peter that He had 
risen. Peter does not appear to linve- 
felt through and through that report 
to be true, otherwise he would not 
have allowed John to outrun him 
on the way to the sepuleher, 
nor 


would he (John 20, 10) have turned 
back to the city again as soon as he 
'ascertained that the tomb was empty. 
Moreover, it might impress us un- 
happily that nt the two Sunday night 
gatherings when Jesus mot with the 
band of His dear ones Peter tool; no 
part which the writer, of;.the gospel 


considered .it important to record. 


PETER'S FAITH CONFIRMED. 
These acts we first notice in prepa-

PBEIMBS LOVE TO LEARNING. 
They have been numerous beyond 


our knowledge whose want of love 
comer, under the condemnation of 
Paul in I. CoiihUliinns, 13. Learning 
is a rich possession, but unless there 
bo more love than learning in one 
who stands ns - representative 
for 


Christ, ho misrepresents. As to what 
is taught children in Sunday school, 
is it not theories of religion rattier 
than the supreme 
importance and 


power of love to God in Jesus Christ? 
We c.itcchiso children 
on the doc- 


trines, nnd that is wise and floes well 
ns a part of their equipment. We 
teach them of the importance of unit- 
ing with the church, and that is pru- 
dential instruction which cannot be 
oinittcti -by one who understands the 
value of sacraments and services ol 
worship. 
But how often is it made 


,1 matter of careful preparation ai:i! 
diligent endeavor to guide the pupil 
into the nil-embracing1 inquiry, "Do 
I love tlie Lord Jesus Christ?1' If 
on ft can answer, with opm counte- 
nance and full tone of affirmation. 
"Ye.*, I do love Jesus deeply am- 
dearly," t'hcn everything may be 
trusted to come right in his creed, 
his conduct and his character. There- 
is not a reputed.heretic in the world 
v.'hose teaching1 I would fear if he 
fervently loved the Lord. 
ETHICAL CHRISTIANITY FAILS. 


Many a one whose speech dirt no! 


harmonize with a biblical system c.' 
theology has helped many into 
n 


truly Christian life simply because 
llis affections for the Master were 
strong beyond measure. 
On 
the 


other hand they whose Christianity 
is chiefly a matter of the intellect-- 
ethical, they call it nowadays—are 
commonly 
so 
cold, 
critical 
and 


casuistical 
that spiritual 
life re- 


ceives little nourishment from their 
words. Let us not forget that "the. 
worldly wisdom knew not God." 
Paganism, whether.of Jupiter or Pan, 
was not deficient in religious doc- 
trines, shrines and deities. But they 
had no message to mankind that 
touched and 
turned the heart of 


humanity from mere thinking and 
talking to living that over-all which 
man in every iige has apprehended. 
And so ns Jesus, just risen from the 
dead and anticipating His early re- 
turn to tiic Father, from whence He 
had come 'by incarnation to tell the 
world, of God's love—Jesus puts love 
hijfh'over 
Ml things as the need 


which, .Peter had iC ho was to pro- 


claim the gospel of the crocs to a 
suffering world. 


REPEATS THE QUESTION. 


But Jesus tint movninjv by the sea- 


side did not stop with unce asking 
Simon: "Lovest thou Me more than 
these?" For when the apostle an- 
swered affirmatively, the Lord said 
to him a second time: ''Simon, lovcst 
ihou Me?" 
Interpreters have dif- 


fered in stating- what new idea was 
involved in this second inquiry, and 
pussibly none have all or the most 
exact truth of 'the matter. To my 
thought Jesus meant to emphasize 
•'Me." Christ's craving was for love 
to Himself. .3£any an heir or heiress 
was worriptl lest a professed suitor 
thought more of the money involved 
In a marriage than of the selfhood of 
the .fortunate possessor of the same. 
The craving of a true heart is for 
affection for one's own sake; "lovest 
thou me?" Not my fortune, not my 
family name, but myself, aside from 
anything and centrally "lovest thou 
me?'1 
Peter 
met that searching: 


second question bravely. 
Bu t the 


Master saw the need of putting- on 
still stronger rays of the search- 
light, and so asked him n third time 
the same question. 
Doubtless the 


disciples recalled that three times 
over he had denied Christ shame- 
fully, and these three probes of his 
heart and conscience hurt him. 


PURPOSE OF THE MASTER. 


And so (lesson verso 17), "Fetnr 


was grieved" because Jesus had not 
stopped after the double confession: 
"I love Thee." Sut tho aim of the 
Master was to have Peter answer to 
his own inner self, whether it was 
genuine love, or only mere sentiment 
or impulse. 'Peter had always an ac- 
tive, excitable impulse of affection 
for Jesus. But more than that would 
be needed if he was to go out to 
"tend" Christ's flock. His senti- 
mental devotion was strong the night 
of 
Gethsemano, 
but 
not 
strong 


enough' to stand up against tempta- 
tion to timidity and trcr.cbcry. Now, 
Peter, you are to be faced with ad- 
versaries and dangers more deadly 
than thoso you fled from in Geth- 
semanc. And nothing- other or less 
than deep, pure, genuine devotion to 
Me will suffice to keep you faithful 
nnd firm. For let me tell you, Peter 
(verses 18-19), tho time will come 
when n martyr's doom will i»ml your 
days. 
For that mortal emerg-eucy 


nothing will avail to make you vic- 
torious but affectionate for "Me'M 


TRIALS OF MARTYRS. 


Natural temperament, though it 


have tlie lion's haart of courage, will 
serve only -whils there is noi.se nii'l 
battle, give and take, going on. But 
martyrs have the trial of cells, all 
so quiet, in which to consider what its 
coming upon the victim of violence, 
probably the next day. Martyrs are 
led In chains to the flaming stake, to 
tli? awful wheel on which they arc 
to be broken. In such im extremity 
there is not staying power enough in 
brute courage to keep the doonic'.l 
one steadfast.

ed,with an odd kind of fiu just over 
tho cnouth, and this is held out ir 
front of lihn. to give warning of the- 
coming of something- to be swallowed. 
One taken alive was experimented on 
and it wns found that if this project- 
ing1 fin was touched with a stick, even 
though the stick did not come naat 
the .mouth," the JAWS closed convul- 
sively. 
Tliis shows that the fin, by 


some prDvisloii of nature, closes the 
jaws just fts soon as it is touched. 


The mouth Is tremendous, growing1 


to the .width of a foot, while the 
whole fish is only three feet long. One 
of these anglers was caug-lit not lon-g 
sinco nnd, although it wns only 'twen-

DEVICE TO SCARE WOLVES. 


Examiners in the .patent office have 
?:uiit;l by experience that it is a 
'iiistsike to jump nt conclusions re- 
garding the usefulness of Inventions. 
A contrivance at wliich they were in- 
clined to polte a. good, deal of fuu, de- 
signer! to frighten wolves on western 
prairies, was patented less than three 
months ago and already it has come 
into considerable use in, the skeep- 
rjTowing districts in that part of the 
country. 
The device is an automatic 


"•un, which goes off at regular in- 
tervals, scaring the wolves away 
from the flocks. It consists of a sort 
of box wMch contains a clockwork 
attachment, witli a small steel barrel 
projecting- from or.c pud. 
A maga- 


zine, also with the box, it loaded 
with blank cartridges, whicli are 
fired by the clockwork once in ten 
•minutes or so. 
By the help of a 


"iuiple mechanical attachment the in- 
tervals between thn discharges are 
made as long or as short as may be 
desired. 


Wolves do not nttack slieep in the 


daytimo and the gun needs to be in 
operation only from sunset to sun- 
rise. It is the period of lambing that 
tlie flecks are in. danger, the fierce 
wolves raiding them and carrying 
off the IfinYbkins, nnd henco the ap- 
paratus described is intended to be 
employed exclusively during 
that 


season. 
It may be tltat tho wolf, 


which is a decidedly intelligent ani- 
mal, may lca.ru the deception after 
a while and realize that the auto- 
matic gun has not a man "behind it. 
In Russia it lias been found 'that 
wolves are afraid of tlio luimming of 
telegraph wires.—Presbyterian Ban- 
ner. 


GHOST OF THE "ELEVATOR. 


A Scimitar man ran across a party 


of Memphis men in Uw office of the 
Arlington and they were talking 
About elevator accidents. In the party 
was Engineer Ed Cheathnra of the 
Hty engineer's corps, who said: 
1 "Every year there na-o hundreds of 
elevator ncidents nnd 
very few of 


them are from the breaking of ca.bles 
or brakes. The majority of the cases 
111 record cnn bn traced to this ont 
fact: 
The victim stepped into tlip 


Flip.ft. Now, why ou earth would n 
sane man do such a thing? "Why, lie 
sim-ply thought lie saw -tlie elevator 
?ar in its accustomed place, and when 
ho stepped un'what ho thought was 
solid floor he went to his death. Tlie 
first of these remarkable clevstor ac- 
cidents that was over noticed c.imc 
to light in the mining regions of 
Colorado. Ye-ars ago I was cut in 
that section of the country engineer- 
ing for different companies, and in 
regard to these 
accidents 
I speak 


from what I actually saw. The first 
iccidenl of this kind I ever heard of 
was in one of the deep silver mines 
of Lendville, Col. 


"One of the oldest men in the em- 


ploy of tho company, a man who had 
been following mining for half his 
life and knew this mine as lie knew 
the streets of Leadville, ran a car of 
are over the edge of the shaft on the 
third level and was dragged down 
to the bottom with it. He was mor- 
tally injured, but before he- died lie 
told the doctor th.it he saw the 'cage' 
at the shaft. 


"Since that time there have been 


my number of accidents of a like na- 
ture in the mines out .west. Some- 
times the victims were all killed at 
mice, but those who survived always 
swore that they saw the cage. 
I 


have talked to old miners and they 
say they dread nothing more than 
-the 
ghost of the cage.' 
They say 


that it comes to men who have work- 
ed till their lives in tho mines. 
In 


fact, tlie longer a man iias worked in 
T deep mine the more apt is lie to see 
the 'ghost of the cr.ge.' 


"So, taking it all together, I firmly 


believe that those who lose their lives 
•by stopping into open elevator shafts 
venlly sne thn elevator car. 
It is one 


of the most fatal optical illusions in 
the world, but such it must be. The 
victim has become accustomed to see- 
ing the cage at the shaft when he 
needs it, and the picture of it is fixed 
311 his brain.

THE WAYS OF THE ANT, A STRONG DISCOURSE ON THE AD- 


VICE OIVEN BY SOLOMON THE WISE. 


Washington, D. C., April 29.—In 


this discourse Dr. Tnlmngo draws hi-s 
illustrations, from a realm .seldom 
utilized for moral ami religious pur- 
poses. Text, Proverbs vi,, C-8: "Go 
to the nnt, thou sluggard; consider 
her ways and be wise; which having 
no guide, overseer or ruler, provideth 
her meat 
in 
the 
summer 
and 


gathereth her food in the harvest." 


The most oC Solomon's writings 


have perished. They have gone out 
of existence as thoroughly as the 
twenty books of Pliny, and most of 
the boobs of Aeschylus, and Eurip- 
ides, and Varro, and Quintilinn. Sol- 
omon's • Song aud Ecclesiastic and j 
Proverbs, preserved by inspiration, 
are a small part of his voluminous 
productions. 
Ho was a great scien- 


tist. One verse in the Bible sussests 
that tin was a botanist, a soolocjist. 
an ornithologist, an ichthyologist, 
and knew nil about reptilia. 
I. 


Kings, iv., 33: 
"He spike of trees, 


from the cedar tree that is in Leb- 
anon, even unto the hyssop 
tlint 


springeth out of the wall; lie spake 
al«p of beasts, and of fowl, and of 
creeping things and of fishes.'.' 
Be- 


sides all these scientific works, he 
composed 3,000 proverbs and 1,005 
songs. 
* 


Although Solomon lived long be- 


fore the microscope was constructed, 
he -was also an 
insectolog-ist, and 


watched and describes 
spider 


baild Its suspension bridge of silk 
from tree to tree, calling it the 
npider'e web; and he notices its skill- 
ful foothold in climbing the smooth 
wall of the throno-room in Jerusa- 
lem, saying: 
"The spider taketh 


hold with her hands, and is in khig'a 
palaces." But he is especially inter- 
ested In the ant, and recommends its 
habits as worthy of study and imita- 
tion, saying, "Go to the ant, tbou 
sluggard; consider her ways find bt1 


wise; which having no guide, over- 
seer or ruler, provi-ieth her meat in 
the summer, and gathereth her foo-:i 
in the harvest.'' 


But it was not until about 000 


years ago, when Jan Swammerdaui, 
the son of nn apothecary at Amster- 
dam, Holland, began, the study of the 
nnt under powerful lens, that the full 
force of Solomon's injunction was un- 
derstood. The great Dutch scientist, 
in his examination of tlie insect in 
my text, discovered as great display 
of the wisdom of God in its anatomy 
as astronomers 
d isccver 
in 
the 


heavens, and was so absorbed and 
•wrought upon by the wonders he dis- 
covered in the .ints and other insects 
that body and mind gave way. find 
he expired at 43 years of age, ft 
martyr of the great science of insect- 
ology.
